'J'ldgg goes tlirongli lift* witli a suniiv lieart. lie 
has a eomliinatioii of Mr. Pjekwick and Cln*erihles 
of Dickens. Riding a race he is a dasliing. liell 
for-l<*atlier liors<Mueii. Is It yoii-tirst off-or-is-it-me 
sort <if thing. 33ieii. “K«*ep .vonr ground. It is not 
me yelling. 'Pliis your first race, kid’:'” and so on. 
'Prigg ill a race is a lien-c* opiKtneiit, as tlie records 
siiow. and 'Prigg is not the only man tliat proves 
Uie truism tliat tin* i*est joekc*y on a race course 
is also tile bc*st fellow in private life. 

Bc‘f<*re he would let himself go in conversation 
'Prigg was a little sh.v. and asked; “Is anybody 

c*lso doing tills V” 'Pile aiiswcT was to sliow liim a 
message 1 had just received from (^eorgt^ Graves, 
the actor: “Come to Ec*c*entric* Cluli, 7:.*;u and talk 
a Idt.” The* following is the* story Trigg told me*: 

*T was always kiHMi on horses; liked riding in 
pony raws and sliow ring.s. 'Plie first time 1 
ever rode in :i pony rae*e was in a inate*ii. a mile. 
We had to ge> twie-e aromid. :ind 1 won. 1 was 
fonrte'en tlie*n. I w as w itli a de*aler w Im had some 
racing ponie*s. and we used to go tlu* round of 
tlie liorse fairs. 1 rcHle tin* liorses up and down 
to sliow the*m off. We used to go into Wales to 
buy yearlings — ‘snekers.’ we e-alleel them — and then 
travel tliem fr.mi fair to fair. Wlien we* sedd 

tlieni they use*el to average* from 4^.5 to £10 e*acli. 
How 1 got into a rae-ing stable was liecaiist* 1 
saw an adve rtisement in 'Phe* Sportsman for an ati- 
prentice. and I ap|die*d. It was Mr. Genrge 

'rhnrsl»,v’s adve*rtisement. and lie aske*d me* tei e-oine 
to Liiidon to se*e* liim. and I got fi.\e*el uji. I was 
a|ipre*ntie*e*d. anel serve*el my time. I want to say 
straight fr.nn my lu*art no lad cenild wisli fe»r a 
lietter master tlian Mr. Ge*orge Tliurshy. I liad not 
l»eH*ii in tile* stable a we*ek I*efe»re Mr. 'Phiirsliy had 
me riding in trials. 

“.My first winner was Aggre*ssor at Lmgtie*ld. and 
1 was tlie i>re)ude*st man in tlie* worhl, I was a 
iiantam-we*iglit. S4 pounds semietliing. I tiiouglit I 
was- -well, wliHt language is tliere! A jockey 
having just ridden his first wiime*r treads on air. 
After tliat 1 hael a I'Sel elisap|H»intme*nt. YVith 
2.S poniids in hand at Windsor on a mare* ealle*el 
De*luitante* I got tieat a sliort lie*ael. and I was iie*ve*r 
se» downlieiirte*d in my lif<*. Wlie*n I ge»t liemic 
all tile* lads e*iiippe*d me. saying. Tall yourself a 
jeu*ke*y ; you ought to lie riding in a e*art w itli a 
pig ne*t ove*r yon.’ After tliat 1 we*n1 to We*r- 
<-este*r. and resie* olel Out of .Siglit wlie*n he* w.is a 
three*-year-edel. and wem li.v a short lie*ad. So I 
thonglit th»* world eif Out of .siglit. for he* w:is the* 
see*oiid start of me*, and I Inive* ne*ver looke*d t>ae*k 
sinc-e*. In that ye*ar I rcMlei S.5 winne*rs as an ap- 
pre*ntie-o.” 

It was at tills stage* that 'Prigg liroke* eiff to say; 
“I liave alre*aely tedd yon liow 1 was riding in 
Austria wlie*ii tiie war liroke emt, and liow 1 got 
leack to England Ity the aid of ,a king’s me*sse*nge*r. 
and yon will use your di.scretion ahemt re*fe*rring to 
this. We* wore rieliiig at a nie*eting. and a notice* 
was put iqi ill Ge*rman that tliere would be no more* 
racing. We had lie*arel alsmt semie* friction with 

Se*rvia, so we* were* ne*t altoge*tlier snrprise*d. 'Pile* 
joe*kc*ys went to a troting meeting next afterniHiu 
jnsr to pass tlie time. I was riding for Baron 
Rotlise*hilel. aiiel I got a te*Ie*gr:ini from tlie traiiie*r. 
‘Rae*ing suspe*iideel: will wire* ye»u.’ I lM*gan to 
sme*ll a rat. and said. ‘I am off.’ and aelviseel tin* 
otlie*r joe*keys to <-onie too. George* Ileasinan said 

he had £.5(M» to eolIe*e*t. and was not e*oniiiig till lie 
had got it. and anotIie*i* joeke*y said lie* had a .saddie 
at Al:ig. and lie* niiist go li.*>rK and ge*t it. 'riiis 

was at Bade*ii B:iile*n. I poppe*d off to Vie*nn:i. and 
went sfraiglit le* tlie* lledel Bristol, l)i>c:inse* I iiad 

iM» money, onl.v a e-lie*e*k from Baron Rotlise-iiild fe»r 
U.’ttl. 'I’lipy kiie*w me at flic Bristol, and I elid not 
tliiiik I was asking iiine*li of a favor t«» ask tlieiii 
.nt tlie* e»tli(e to e*asli e*iie* of B;iron Rotlisc'li ild’s 

e*lj»»e*ks. tint tlie*y said it e-oiild not tie* done*, so T 
askeel for tlie* manage*r. and Uie.v said lie* was in liis 
office*, and 1 walke*d straiglit in. He* ree*ogni7.e*d me*, 
and I slioweel liim tlie* e-lie*e-k. and lie said; ‘We* 
are not easliing any e-he*eks for anytieMiy.’ “’riiat. ” 
said 'Prierg. “seemed to put the* iid on it. l»ut I said. 
‘You know the* liareni. and you know me-, and it is 
*>nl.v £.”»0. anel I tiave a ear out lie*ie* aiid I re*all.v 
eannot wait.’ 

“He* e-aslied the* e-lieek. and I sliall iieve*r for- 
get liis kindness. I liad a e*ar oiitside. bee-aiise 
I liad «le*e*ide*el not to trust to trains, and w<* 
joine*d tlie ♦*\|iress late*r. It was tlie*ii I hael the* 
snpre*iiif* lne*k to fall in with tlie* King’s Mes 
se*iige*r. 'I’here? was froiitie*r after fn*ntie*r to lie* 
pas.sed. but I fedowed li!iii like a terrier fedlows 

Ids maste*r. and there* were* papers anel paiiers 
to lie* shown, and. of e-onrse*. I liael none*. l»ut 
tlie*y all tlioiight I w’as <-onne*e*ted witli liim. and 
I said, ‘do you mind, sir'r’ anel he saiel. ovt*r his 

slionleler, as if he* was talking to ;i p»>rte*r carry- 
ing Ids luggage*. ‘I Inive* not niiiieled anything.’ 
and it was more* tin* wa.v lie s:iid it tlian aii.v- 

tldng el.se wliie-li maele* me stick to him.” 'Phis 
freiiii 'Prigg. but the* .re‘ade*r will iiiieie*rstaiid the 
spe*aker‘s eliplMinac.v. tll«^ e|oid>1e* ine*aning, “1 liave* 
not iiiiiided aiiytldng.” w lde-Ii c an In* e-onstrue*el 
ei flier as “I elid not know you were* Uie‘fe*.” or 
as “I elo nd ed>je*et to your being tlie*re.” 'Prigg 
lost ;iil his baggage*, aiiei for tlie* time* being tlie 
niotie*y owe*d to 1dm. luit sncli tilings we*re* triffe*>. 
ainl. as 'Prigg says, “it is in Austria, not Ge*r 
iioiiiy. and tlie* Austrians are elifTe*reiil . I sli.ili ge*t 
tlie iiioiii'.v from tlie* Baron all riglit.” 

Trigg lias ridden in iiiaii.v l•onlltries, anel has 
riete|f*n all se»rts anel e-e»nditioiis of liorses. He lias 
shaken iiainls witli tlie liiglie*sl. and also witli tlie* 

lowe*st. 'Phere* is lied a iiP*nd»e*r e»f tlie* JeK-key 
Clide wlio wemlel not siiake* iiaiiels witli him. and 
tlie* jee«ke*y weeiihl offe*r Ids lijiiiel e*e|Mally freely in 
C<*ve*nt Ganicn M.irket at four o’chee*k in tlie* morn 
iiig. 'Hds <-:inii<et witli Inilii Ik* writte*ii of all 
.jo(ke*ys. He may liave* ni.ide* “Ids pile.” lent rents 
1*11 no “side*’’ witli ids dress e*loflu*s. He* re*meni- 
ieers his old friends: in fae*t, lie is natural hipI 
nn.issniidiig. and tlo*rerore* a gentleman. — “S. A. 
D.” in London Sfiortsman.
